Austria. — The Government has, through the minister of foreign 
affairs, informed the contracting powers to the Venetian convention of 
1897, of the outbreak of sporadic cases of plague in the Vienna public 
hospital, and of the measures taken to prevent its spread. Four per- 
sons who are not ill are under medical observation. 

Russia. — In consequence of the epidemic outbreak of plague at 
Anzob, in Samarcand, the Russian Government has ordered measures 
to be taken for the suppression of the disease and investigation into its 
nature. The routes to Anzob are under observation ; the clothing of 
the dead plague patients is burned ; the sick are isolated, houses are
